Keys to the kingdom 


A few men wield powerful influence on all banking business 


in Northwest suburbs - and your dollars make money for them

A handful of men holds tho keys to 


the banking kingdom in tho Northwest 
suburbs. 


Men llko Gerald F. Fitzgerald, Har- 


rison I. Sloans, Douglas W. Dodds, 
Howard K. McKcc, Paul W. Brandel, 
together have full control, major In- 
terests or sweeping Influence in no 
fewer than 14 of tho 27 banks In the 
Northwest suburbs. 


They are men with money on their 


minds, their attention riveted to the 


bottom line. They spend money to 
make money, an old adage that never 
has been more applicable. They use 
their depositors' money — your mon- 
ey — In the process. 


IN SOME CASES, it was their mon- 


ey that got their banks off the ground. 
Others used local backing and funds 
or assumed ownership of existing 
banks. 


Building momentum and capital- 


izing on-their successful banking ven- 
tures, they expanded their spheres 
into multiple ownership of banks, ei- 
ther attracting more investors or 
keeping the control for themselves or 
their families. 


The men are powerhouses in their 


field. Because* of the magnitude-of 
their operations and the demands 
made on their time they leave much- 
of the day-to-day business to young, 
resourceful managers. Working on the 
profit formula Is a full-time task. 


TIME WAS when the banker was 


Mr. Big. In the bank, tellers stood be- 
hind bars, while executives wore blue 
suits, white shirts and bowlers. Their 
stature was enhanced because they 
dealt with people in a position to help 
themselves or tho community grow. 


"The only checking accounts were 


h e l d by merchants, ' professional 
people and farmers," says Fitzgerald, 
whose bank group owns seven banks. 
"They were the only people who got 


loans. If people wanted an auto they 
saved the money. They didn't go to 
the bank. Then," he says, raising his 
eyebrows, "he (the banker) was a 
very important person. People tipped 
their hats and got on their knees." 


Now scores of Influential people 


with money, ideas or connections or 
all of the above are vying to make 
themselves heard and get things done. 
And more of the populace has an op- 
portunity to become successful, not 
just a handful. Still, the banker re- 
tains a dominant voice, especially in 
financial matters. 


"IT'S INEVITABLE," agreed 


Douglas W. Dodds, who owns two 
banks in Arlington Heights, gaining

against some businessmen is they 
don't pay enough attention to build 
capital by building profits."

Dist. 59 administrator was demoted to 
a teaching position for the next year 
by the' Board or Education Monday 
night. 


Erwln Stevenson, assistant superin- 


tendent for instruction, who was de- 
moted by a 4-to-l vote, said he will 
take legal action against the board. 


The board also demoted Charles 


Bassford, director for curriculum re- 
view, to a teaching position next year. 
Bassford has not decided if he will 
take legal action. 


Their salaries also will be reeval- 


uated according to their placement 
on the teachers' salary schedule. 


The board followed the recommen- 


dation of recently appointed Supt. Ro- 
ger Bardwell to remove the two ad- 
ministrators from their positions. The 


Mobile Park's 750 residents told 4sit tight' 


Elk Grove Mobile Park's 750 resi- 


dents who face relocation because 
their homo sites arc being flooded by 
tho Upper Salt Creek Watershed, were 
told "sit tight and don't move yet," by 
state spokesmen Monday. 


A move now could lose mobile home 


owners and tenants rights to cash 
benefits said the spokesman. He sug- 
gested tho residents wait for state 
notification that the trailer park at 051 
W. Higgins Rd. in Elk Grove Town- 
ship, has been purchased, by the 
County Forest Preserve District. 


"Don't move now, lot us help you 


relocate," ho urged. 


ONLY A FEW OF the 08 people who 


attended Monday's session in the Elk 
Grove Township Hall, appeared con-, 
corned about the relocation. 


Their main question: when the 


move-out will begin . . . remained 
unanswered as a relocation represen- 
tative cautioned them "do not panic, 
buy another trailer or take any action 
until you receive further notice from 
the state." 


Howard Nyberg of the Vector Cor- 


poration, is the relocation agent work- 
Ing with the Illinois Department of 
Transportation Division of Water Re- 
sources, which has tho responsibility 


to relocate the park's residents. 


"I can't tell you now, when you will 


move, but can assure you no family 
will be forced to move unless and un- 
til adequate housing is made available. 
Nobody Is going to be moved .out into 
anything less than decent, safe and 
sanitary housing," Nyberg said. 


SEVERAL MEN in the room said 


their homes were too old and would 
not • be admitted into other trailer 
parks because they did not meet stan- 
dards. 


Owners of immovable homes are 


eligible to a maximum of $15,000 in 
relocation benefits in addition to a 


maximum of $500 in moving bcnfits, 
Nyberg said. 


R e n t e r s of Immovable mobile 


homes may receive up to $4,000 in 
reimbursement for the additional cost 
they may pay to rent comparable 
homes in addition to moving benefits. 


HOWEVER THEY must have lived 


in the home for 90 days prior to April 
11 when the negotiations'to purchase 
the site were started. 
* Owners of movable homes may take 
a $500 moving allowance'or the actual 
costs of having the home moved. This 
would include the admission costs to 
another park, setting up, and a $4,000 
rent supplement benefit. 


board refused to comment on the ac- 
tion because of pending legal action. 


Board member Gerald Smiley voted 


"against the decision with new board 
members Lynne Helvie and Barbara 
Somogyi abstaining. 


STEVENSON AND Bassford said 


they requested a public hearing be- 
fore the board meeting, but were re- 
fused. They presented statements to 
the board before the meeting in exec- 
utive session. Stevenson said he would 
only release the nine-page statement 
to the press if it was reprinted in its 
entirety. 


Lawrence Weiner, their attorney, 


said they gave the board alternatives 
in the executive session which would 
have retained them an additional year 
at their current salary, giving them 
time to seek employment elsewhere. 


Weiner said Stevenson is seeking le- 


gal action because of "the timing of 
the board's determination and pre- 
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vious statements and representations 
made by the administration and cer- 
tain board members that indicated a 
legitimate expectancy of reemploy- 
ment" next year in his current posi- 
tion. 


He said the fact that Stevenson was 


first notified about the possible de- 
motion June 3 "speaks for itself." 


HE SAID LEGAL action also will be 


sought because Stevenson was denied 
a public hearing, has no knowledge of 
the philosophical differences which 
caused the demotion, and has re- 
ceived no factual basis for the remov- 
al. He also said that the reduction in 
salary is "unlawful." 


Stevenson said his primary concern 


is "what It does to me professionally 
in finding another job."

Pontiac overcame all stadium barriers

It took the City of Pontiac, 


Mich, just seven months to demol- 
/urn the legal barriers thrown up to 
stop construction of tho $56 mil-' 
lion Pontiac Metropolitan Sta- 
dium. 


James E. Wells, a Detroit attor- 


ney, fought to tho U.S. Supreme 
Court to try and block tho project 
but lost. 


Wells Is a Jeremiah when it 


comes to tax-supported stadiums. 
Two years after ground was bro- 
ken In Pontiac, he still oyes the 
stadium with contempt. 


Stadium promoters arc "always 


talking great optimistic figures, 
but they don't stand up," says 
Wells, explaining that he believes 
Pontiac taxpayers ultimately will 
wind up paying for the stadium 
when revenues are insufficient to 
meet the bonding debt.

Wells says that he thinks the 


citizens of .Arlington Heights 
should view with alarm' Madison 
Square Garden's plan for the vil- 
lage to issue $23 to $29 million in 
general obligation bonds to build a 
stadium at Arlington Park Race 


Track for the Chicago Bears foot- 
ball team. 


"They're not going to be happy 


if they get stuck* with those 
bonds," Wells predicted in a re- 
cent interview. The.fight in Pon- 
tiac began on Feb. 22,1973, when' 
Wells, claiming to represent 450 
Pontiac residents, filed Suit In 
Oakland County (Michigan) Cir- 
cuit Court charging Irregularities 
in the city-wide, referendum that 
narrowly approved municipal' fl- , 
nancing for the stadium.- • , 


"THE REFERENDUM, mate- 


rial never clarified whether-the 
stadium was to have a top, or no 
top. All the pictures presented to 
the public showed a top. Pontiac's 
stadium was to be bigger and bet- 
ter than Dallas' (stadium) without 
paying any 'extra money," he 
says. 


But the fact is there was not 


enough money in the referendum 
to pay for the roof, Wells says, 
and city officials knew it. He also 
claimed that the margin by which 
the stadium was approved — just 
293 votes — was too small for the 
bond issue. 


Less than one month later, 


Wells' first suit was thrown out of 
court. 


Oddly enough the case was ap- 


pealed not by Wells, but by the 
city which was anxious to get a 
higher court ruling so that it could 
proceed with its bond sale. 


"The city was forced to do it 


because of time," says Wells, ad- 
ding that the case may mark the 
"first time In legal history" that 
the winning side took up an ap- 
peal. 


THE CITY MANAGED to by- 


pass the state's appeals court and 
the stadium case was sent 


directly to the Michigan Supreme 
Court. 


On June 19, 1073, a $40.95 mil- 


lion bond sale for the stadium was 
approved by a regulating state 
commission. Pontiac 
ultimately 


would have to borrow an addition- 
al $7.1 million to pay for the sta- 
dium roof. 


In the next two months, lawsuits 


ricocheted 
between 
Oakland 


County Circuit Court and the 
Michigan Supreme Court until fi- 
nally, on Aug. 24, 1973, the state 
high court threw out .Wells' chal- 
lenges. Undaunted; he petitioned 
the U.S. Supreme Court to hear 
the cose on Aug. 27. The case was 
referred by the Supreme Court to 
the U.S. District Court which dis- 
missed Wells' stadium challenge 
on Sept. 5.

A Palatine Township development 


allegedly Involved in a payoff scheme 
was approved Monday by the County 
Board. 


Developer Mclvln Isensteln received 


spcclokiso permits (or his M-acre 
Prairie Brook project on Baldwin 
Road south of Rand Road. 


Less than two weeks ago, Isentein 


testified in the federal trial of County 
Comr. Charles'S. Bonk that he gave 
money to an attorney who was to pay 
off Bonk to obtain rezonlng of the 
property. The attorney, Robert Has- 
kins, testified that he made the payoff 
to Bonk. 


BUT BONK was acquitted of ex- 


tortion and tax charges by the Jury 
and was in his scat Monday as the 
County Board went through an unusu- 
ally extensive formal reading of docu- 
ments approving the special-use per- 
mit. 


Most county noonings are approved 


or denied summarily on the basis of 
zoning board recommendations and of 
ten without the application being read 
aloud. County commissioners usually 
Interrupt tho clerk midway through 
the application description and make 
motions to "approve tho next four 
Items." 


But tho application descriptions for 


tho two pnrta of Iscnstdn's project 
were read completely Monday. Then 
there was an unusual silence until Re- 
publican Comr. Floyd T. Fulle asked 
Zoning Administrator Paul Marcy 
about a covenant to control tho num- 


ber of apartments in the project and 
the height of buildings. 


Fulle also got Marcy to confirm 


that if construction on the project 
doesn't start this year, Isensteln will 
lose the special-use permit 


FULLE WILL face extortion 


charges in connection with another of 
Isensteln's developments, the Old 
Madrid Apartments at Hicks and 
Baldwin roads, Palatine Township, 
when he goes on trial in September in 
U.S. District Court. 


When - Fulle finished questioning 


Marcy, there was another awkward 
silence until Bonk, chairman of the 
County Board's zoning committee, 
said "somebody has to make a mo- 
tion." 


Comr. John Stroger Jr., one of the 


more vocal Democratic board'mem- 
bers, finally rose and made the mo- 
tion for approval.

Rights suit hits United 


United Air Lines has excluded women and minorities from high- 


paying jobs as a matter of corporate policy an attorney for the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Commission charged Monday in 
U.S. District Court, Chicago. According to testimony in the federal 
court, the Elk Grove Township-based air line's female and minority 
employes earned $35 million less in 1973 than their white, male 
counterparts. Tho suit, originally filed in April, 1973, claims 8 of the 
airline's 6,000 pilots are black and some 90 per cent of the women 
working for United hold low-paying jobs. Named in the suit in 
addition to United is tho Airline Pilots Assn. and the International 
Assn. of Machinists and Aerospace Workers. United spokesmen 
said tho company will have no comment on the suit until litigation 
Is over. 


Fire chief to stand trial

Board backs 'bargain* 
forest preserve home rental 


The County Board Monday decided 


to continue the forest preserve district 
policy of renting forest preserve 
homes to district employes at reduced - 
rents. 


The endorsement of the existing 


system of rentals came despite oppo- 
sition by five of the six suburban com- 
missioners and Better Government 
Assn. criticism of the policy which al- 
lows some district employes to pay 
rents of $50 per month for houses val- 
ued at $100,000. 


Forest preserve officials and the 


majority of the County Board mem- 
bers said the employes are needed in 
tho homes to protect the forest pre- 
serves from fires and vandalism. 


Floyd Fulle, the only Republican 


commissioner to vote for continuing 
the current policy, said he did so be- 
cause of a new provision for the dis- 
trict superintendent and staff to re- 
view rental rates and allowances and 
make recommendations within the 
next six months. 


OTHER REPUBLICANS including 


Carl Hansen of Mount Prospect fa- 
vored a delay in formal adoption of the 
present policy until completion of a 
study by a citizens' advisory com- 


Police make 
30 arrests of 
homosexuals 


Police stakeouts to prevent homosex- 


ual activities in washrooms of Illi- 
nois Tollway oases have resulted in 
the arrests of about 30 men since 
January. 
• Lt. William Burt of Illinois State po- 
lice said Monday that investigators 
began patroUng washrooms at the 
oases because of complaints by pa- 
trons. 


Hurt said ho has been told that a 


newspaper for homosexuals lists the 
oases as places to pick up "dates" but 
said he has not seen the publication. 


"I assume they know we're there," 


he said. "Our men don't have to be in 
an oasis very long to make an arrest. 


"We're just trying to keep it safe 


for people who use the oases," Hurt 
said. He explained that there is a full- 
time detail working on the problem 
and tho men probably will continue 
until the homosexuals stop using the 
restrooms as meeting places.

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Economy still struggling; 
production lag continues 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Industrial 


output in tho United States in May fell 
for tho eighth straight month, signify- 
ing that the recession may still be un- 
der way, tho Federal Reserve Board 
reported Monday. 


Tho index measures the change In 


physical output of about one-third of 
the goods and services produced in 
tho United States and thus Is a key 
Indicator of economic activity. 


While certain so-called "leading In- 


dicators" have turned up In recent 
months, Indicating tho recession may 
bo over, the continuing slump in tho 
production Index indicates that a ma- 
jor segment of tho economy is still 
mired In recession. 


Combined production of factories, 


utilities, and mines dropped 0.3 per 
cent last month, tho same as In April. 
Industrial production has now declined 
every month since October and is now 
13 per cent below tho peak of Septem- 
ber 1074. The decline of tho last two 
months has been less steep than dur- 
ing tho winter months and Increases 
in output of automobiles, television 
sets, appliances, furniture and other 
consumer goods have mado tho re- 
ports somewhat brighter reading for 
administration economists. 


Durable consumer goods rose 3.5 


per cent In May but this gain was 
wiped out by big cuts in production of 
business equipment and related in- 
dustries, which make up about one- 
fourth of tho Federal Reserve's Index. 


Output of materials fell 1.5 per cent 


as producers continue to cut back pro- 
duction of equipment parts and basic 
metals. Steel output fell 10 per cent 
last month and the decline Is contin- 
uing In early June, the board said. 


Assemblies of new cars and trucks 


rose 5 per cent to 6.6 million units at

Supreme Court ruling 
Lawyers' fee-fixing violates law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court ruled 8 to 0 Monday that 
fee-fixing by lawyers violates federal 
antitrust law. 


In a major opinion by Chief Justice 


Warren E. Burger, dealing specifi- 
cally with title searches, the Court 
said law as a "learned profession" 
was not exempted by Congress from 
provisions of the Sherman Antitrust 
Act. 


The Court also struck down state 


laws forbidding newspapers to publish 
advertisements for legal abortion ser- 
vices. 


Speaking for a 7-2 majority in the 


abortion case, Justice Harry A. Black- 
mun ruled that a Virginia law — since 
amended — barring publications, lec- 
tures and advertisements which might 
prompt or encourage abortions, runs 
counter to the First Amendment's 
guarantee of free speech. 


The decision reversed the conviction 


of Jeffrey C. Bigelow, former editor 
of an "underground" newspaper pub- 
lished in Charlottesville, Va. 


In the lawyer-fee case, the Burger 


opinion said the fee schedule in ques- 
tion was not a mere advisory to mem- 
bers of the profession but resulted in 
"a fixed, rigid price floor" from 
which persons buying homes "could 
not reasonably escape."

House won't let 
Nedzi resign 
from CIA panel 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - Tho 


House, in a vote unprecedented in 
modern times, Monday rejected the 
resignation of Rep. Lucien Nedzl as 
chairman of tho dissension-torn spe- 
cial committee investigating the CIA. 


Tho 280-64 vote come after Rep. B. 


F. Slsk, D-Callf., Introduced a resolu- 
tion to abolish the select committee, 
whose investigation of the Central In- 
telligence Agency and other 
In- 


telligence-gathering organizations has 
been stymied by internal squablling. 


The fate of tho committee now lies 


with tho Rules Committee, which 
could abolish it and create a new 
committee or transfer its authority to 
an existing committee. 
, By refusing to accept Nedri's offer 
to quit, the House in effect told Nedzl, 
D-Mlch., it had confidence in him and 
rejected the argument of five of the 
panel's seven Democratic members 
that Nedzl had compromised himself 
and the committee and could not con- 
duct on Impartial inquiry. 


The move to oust Nedzi started af- 


ter he admitted he had been privately 
briefed more than a year ago by the 
CIA on .the agency's Involvement In 
tho overthrow of foreign governments 
and plots to assassinate some heads 
of state. 


Nedzi told the packed House cham- 


ber that "to remain as chairman un- 
der the present conditions would be to 
be an accomplice to a charade. I know 
I bent over backwards to be fair to 
my colleagues and to conduct the In- 
vestigation in a vigorous and respon- 
sible manner." 


Nedzl, serving his eighth term in 


the House, drew ia heavy round of ap- 
plause .when he said, "My service In 
the Congress for 14 years has, I be- 
lieve, been honorable." 


A letter of resignation from a com- 


mittee usually Is routinely received 
and voted on. .The act of voting itself 
was an oddity, but the fact that the 
resignation was rejected was to one 
staff member with 50 years'of service. 
In the House, unprecedented ia his 
time. 


Despite tho stepped-up fighting, two 


Israeli newspapers quoted senior Is- 
raeli officials in Washington as saying 
there was a 50-50 chance for an inter- 
im Israeli-Egyptian peace agreement. 


Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Ra- 


bin flew home after holding extended 
talks with President Ford and Sec. of 
State Henry A. Kissinger. 


A Lebanese spokesman said Israeli 


gunners battered Lebanese farmlands 
in a pre-dawn barrage Monday, in- 
juring four villagers. 


Israeli military sources said artil- 


l e r y shells fired from Lebanon 
slammed Into the northern Israeli- 
town of Metulla and the settlement of 
Kfar Giladl. No casualties or damage 
were reported. Israeli gunners re- 
turned fire, the sources said. 


The sources said guerrillas had con- 


centrated all along the frontier, with 
the biggest grouping at the village of 
Aita ech Chaab. The village has been 
a frequent target of Israeli ground as- 


saults directed against guerrilla 
bases. 


The number of civil guardsmen 


was increased at towns and settle- 
ments throughout northern Israel and 
farmers stayed out of their fields on 
both sides of the frontier, the sources 
said. 


Tho clashes were touched off by a 


guerrilla raid Sunday on the Israeli 
settlement of Yuval, about one-half 
mile from the border. 


Four guerrillas and two Israelis 


died in the initial attack and a third 
Israeli, 23-year-old Slmha Mordechai, 
died Monday. Among those killed in 
the initial shooting was Mrs. Mor- 
d e c h a i ' s 23-year-old husband, 
Ya'acov. 


Israel television reported that Mrs. 


Mordechai said before she died that 
she saved the life of her seven- 
month-old son by pleading with the 
guerrillas. Tho child was slightly 
wounded in the attack.

Ford 
offers 


support to 
W. Germany

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Ford Monday wei 


corned West German Pres. Walter Scheel with a prom- 
ise that the United States will stand by its strong com- 
mitments to the defense of Western Europe. 


With military ceremonial fanfare, Ford 
greeted 


Scheel as the first president of the Federal Republic of 
Germany to visit Washington in 17 years. 


In his welcoming remarks, Ford said, "The United 


States is strongly committed to safeguarding the free- 
dom of the West." 


"We remain committed to the freedom and security 


.of Berlin," he added. Furthermore, Ford said that the 
United States sees the security of Western Europe as "a 
true test,of the process as what is known as detente." 


Scheel came bearing a $1 million Bicentennial gift — 


a fund to be. established hi the name of former U.S. 
high commissioner to .Germany, John J. McCloy, which 
will be used to further German-American exchanges of 
future leaders of both countries. The exchange scholar- 
ships will be open to politicians, .trade unionists and 
journalists among other groups. 


During a ceremony in the Rose Garden under a light 


rain, Scheel said there was room for improvement In 
the understanding between Germans and Americans. 
"It is not always the positive side that appears in the 
mass media," he said. , 


He expressed the' view that the exchange of young 


leaders "can help to do away with rash opinions." 


Scheel told Ford that he .hoped to be able to welcome 


him "in the not too distant future as a guest in Bonn."

"Business Is fantastic," Mrs. Spitz 


says after four months In tho match- 
making business. Sho says Datc-a-Dog 
Is tho only service of its kind for pet 
dogs, Sho has had more than ITS cus- 
tomers and says she Is getting more 
requests every day. 


Mrs. Spitz admits that Dnto-n-Dog 


contributes to pot overpopulation. But 
she said If the state set.up clinics to 
sterilize all dogs after one breeding, 
there wouldn't be a problem. 


WHY WOULD SO many dog owners 


go through tho expense and time of 
computer breeding when they can buy 
another pooch or let nature tako its 
course? 


"Most of my customers aro doing 


this for emotional reasons," Mrs. 
Spitz said. "If they've had spectacular 
luck with one dog, they want to re- 
place It with another of tho same 
quality. It's almost llko tho desire for 
grandchildren." 


Besides tho emotional appeal of 


planning what Bowser's children will 
look like, there are the physical ad- 
vantages of avoiding Indiscriminate 
breeding, Mrs. Spitz said. 


"All puro-brcd dogs are susceptible 


to ovcrbrecdlng if it is not con- 
trolled," Mrs. Spitz,said. Pairing tho 
family poodle with Buffy from next 
door can result In such defects as run- 
ny eyes or poor mouth structure, she 
said. 


BY LISTING THE dog's faults and 


favorable characteristics on the com- 
puter card, the owner can end up with 
a better product than what he or she 
started with, Mrs. Spitz said. 


Tho first stop in getting two dogs 


together Is a call to Mrs. Spitz, who 
moils the owner a card with the nec- 
essary Information. The facts are 
placed in tho computer, and when a 
female is in heat (two weeks every 
year), tho computer is activated and 
a suitable stud Is weeded out. 


The stud's owner charges for the ro- 


mance — cither a flat stud fee (usual- 
ly $50-$75 depending on the dog's qual- 
ities) or pick of the Utter. If the fe- 
male's owner chooses pick of the Ut- 
ter, the stud's owner receives the best 
puppy as payment. 
THE ACTUAL rendezvous can be a 
bit tricky, Mrs. Spitz said. Although 
most of her customers are from the 
suburbs, she says "people will ship a 
female anywhere for a good stud," so 
her rolo sometimes includes picking 
up a dog at the airport and delivering 
it personally. 


Once a good match has been found, 


tho female's owner usually calls the 
stud's owner and arranges the meet-

"You'd bo surprised how reluctant

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Summer school stigma 
ends; enrollment rises

Students in summer school never 


used to like to admit it. 


But thanks to a growing number of 


nonrem'edial programs offered by 
area school districts,' children who 
choose to attend school in the summer 
no longer suffer the stigma of "having 
to repeat" en academic subject such 
as math or ningiMi. 


Instead, they're taking courses as 


diverse as the art of making friends, 
prehistoric living, and environmental 
studies involving week-long camping 
trips to natural settings in Wisconsin. 


And because summer school can be 


more than a brushup, enrollments are 
up in many Northwest suburban 
school districts. 


WHEELING-BUFFALO Grove Dist. 


21 will open its doors to a record 2,900 
summer school students today, a 25 
per cent increase over last year. Mar- 
jorle Beu, assistant superintendent for 
instruction in Dist. 21, said there are 
several reasons for the popularity of 
summer school this year. 


"Last year Is the first year we had 


a free summer school," she said. 
"We're continuing that this year, and 
that's part of the reason (for in- 
creased summer enrollments)." 


Mrs. Beu also said summer school 


enrollments may be up because more 
mothers are holding full-time Jobs and 
are unable to supervise vacationing 
youngsters. 


"But I'd like to think the real rea- 


son is that we've conscientiously gone 
away from remedial summer school 
to 
a more interesting summer 


school," she said. The overwhelming 
number of students are enrolled in 
"enrichment" courses and not review 
classes, she said. 


MANY DISTRICTS have been able 


to offer more types of courses be- 
cause of state aid to summer school 
programs, begun about eight years 
ago. Before that time, students were 
not likely to pay for courses they did 
not have to take. 


Robert Pyle, assistant director of 


the finance and claim section, Illinois, 
Office of Education, said school dis- 
tricts may qualify' for state funds, 
based on average daily attendance, if: 


• Each student enrolls'for the'full 


60-hour summer program. Students 
who enroll for less must pay tuition. 


• Classes offered during the sum- 


mer term are in the same basic areas 
offered during the regular school 
term. 


• No tuition is charged. Materials 


fees and bus fees may be charged. 


• They apply for grades 1 through 


12. Kindergarten summer programs 
are not reimbursed. 


DES PLAINES Dist. 62 will wel- 


come about 500 students to summer 
school this year, an increase of 20 per 
cent from last summer. Although the 
district cannot afford to offer a tui- 
tion-free summer school, it reduced 
its fee from $30 to $20 this year. Dis- 
trict officials say that this has in- 
creased interest in the program. 


Richard Ruffoto, director of instruc- 


tional resources, says there has been 
a definite increase in summer school 
enrollments because of the type of en- 
richment programs offered. Industrial 
arts, life science, cooking and Spanish 
courses are "overfilled," Buffalo said. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15, 


like other districts with summer 
school programs, offers both remedial 
and enrichment programs. But offi- 
cials say enrollments didn't start to 
grow until tuition-free summer school 
was offered. 


"In past years, our summer school 


program was remedial, basically in 
math and reading," said Marlon 
Omiatek, assistant superintendent for 
instruction. "The cost of tuition was 
$20 to $30 and was an added expense 
to the parents." In those days, Omia- 
tek said, enrichment programs such 
as art and music were poorly attend- 
ed in the summer. 


"THIS YEAR, the district is offer- 


big such enrichment courses as pup- 
petry, pottery and multimedia photo- 
graphy workshop along with courses to 


"reinforce" reading and math skills. 
Students pay only a $5 materials fee if 
they take a full summer program. 
Omiatek said he anticipates a slightly 
reduced enrollment of about 2,000 stu- 
dents this summer because a full ar- 
ray of industrial arts and homemak- 
ing courses are not being offered due 
to remodeling in some buildings. 


Arlington Heights Dist. 25 already 


anticipates at least a 25 per cent in- 
crease in enrollments this summer 
over last year's 1,800 students. H. 
James Montgomery, director of in- 
struction, said that increased interest 
could be due to' "fewer people taking 
vacations this year or that our bro- 
chure was good." 


Enrichment courses in Dist 25 sum- 


mer programs increased after state 
reimbursement was offered to sum- 
mer schools, Montgomery said. Inter- 
est in summer school rose along with 
the number of enrichment courses of- 
fered, he added. 


"Before, we couldn't offer too many 


courses without tuition becoming too 
high," he said. 


Summer enrollments at 
community colleges up 


Summer-school enrollments at the 


area's two community colleges have 
increased dramatically, a fact college 
officials think may be partly attribut- 
able to the recession. 


Enrollment at Harper College in 


Palatine, now in its second week of 
summer school, totals about 6,500, up 
from a summer enrollment of 4,923 
last year, said college Vice President 
Guerin Fischer. 


At Oakton Community College in 


Morton Grove, where summer school 
is just beginning, enrollment has in- 
creased nearly SO per cent, to 3,551 
compared to 2,334 last year, according 
to college spokesman Beth Kane. 
' Fischer said at Harper tne largest 
number of students are enrolling for 
classes in communications, business 
and math and physical science. Ex- 
cept for the business courses, he said 
those areas nave classes which stu- 


dents attending regular four-year col- 
leges could take during the summer 
to transfer back to their home school. 


FISCHER SAID be plans to do a 


study to find out exactly where the 
summer school students are coming 
from. He said, "If the trend is like 
last summer, we'll have a lot of stu- 
dents who are attending a four-year 
university who are picking up courses 
here." 


Mrs. Kane, a spokesman for Oak- 


ton, said nearly 90 per cent of Oak- 
ton's summer school enrollment is go- 
ing to school part time and as many 
as 50 per cent may be students at four 
year colleges during the year. 


Fischer and Mrs. Kane said many 


of the students attending both colleges 
may be students who planned to get 
summer jobs, but have found work 
hard to get this summer because of 
the recession.

"That construction equipment is 


so heavy it actually shakes the 
foundation of our house," Mrs. 
Frank said. "The dust is pitiful. 
Wo keep the windows closed, but 
it's still all over the carpet and 
the chairs." 


THE FRANKS live on Feather- 


stone Road in Pontiac, one of two 
local streets leading to the new 
stadium. The streets are being 
widened from two to five traffic 
lanes.

AH ot that will bo a nice 
windfall for (Lions' owner) Wil- 
liam Clay Ford. 


"Isn't that the function of gov- 


ernment — to support the Ford 
family?" 


Along the way, Wells and 12 of 


tho people ho represented wore hit 
with a $3 million countersuit 
brought by stadium supporters 
whom Wells identifies as "Pon- 
tlac's bar owners." 


THAT CASE is still pending and 


because of It, Wells said he Is con- 
strained from talking too much 
about future plans to fight the sta- 
dium. 


But he is studying tho possi- 


bility of challenging the original 
sale of tho stadium land by the 
Catholic Archdiocese of Detroit to 
the city. 


The church's title to tho land 


may have restricted use of the 
property to "religious purposes," 
Wells says. And In Michigan there 
is a 15-year statute of limitations 
on land title cases which gives him 
plenty of time to consider still'an- 
other lawsuit. 


"We think they (stadium 


promoters) did make one mis- 
take," he says. "We're still con- 
sidering putting up a fence on the 
50-yard lino." 


Wells says ho questions the 


credibility of tho stadium income 
predictions made by Touche Ross 
&Co. 


THE SAME accounting firm has 


been hired by Madison Square 
Garden Corp. for the proposed Ar- 
lington Park stadium. 


"Tho people giving Touche Ross 


tho Input were the same ones who 
were going to run the stadium," 
Wells sold. "I think that amounts 
to at least a slight conflict of in- 
terest." 


With Pontiac Metropolitan Sta- 


dium set to open Aug. 23, the 
soon-to-bc-wrltten financial record 
will be the final test of Wells' con- 
tentions that residents of Pontiac 
will "pay and pay and pay" for 
their folly.

The 
plants are down," she says. 


There is another benefit to the 


stadium in Mrs. Pickett's eyes. A 
sports fan, she says that she prob- 
ably will attend events at the Pon- 
tiac stadium, events she has not 
gone to in the past. 


AS FOR THE road work, "I 


don't like it, but I have to live 
with it. It's kind of "a mess,' she 
says. 


Coley Gracey says that when 


she moved into her Featherstone 
Road home 12 years ago, she nev- 
er dreamed there would be a 
80,000-seat stadium across the 
street. 


"I voted for it. I think it's a 


good thing, but traffic might be a 
problem though," she says. 


Virginia Yapo says the stadium 


may bo nice to look at when it's 
finished, "but it doesn't look like 
much now though."

Hulett trial 
Oct. 14 for 
Pettee death

Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen 


Hulott will stand trial Oct. 14 in a $6 
m i l l i o n federal 
civil-rights suit 


stemming from his refusal in January 
' of last year to aid a pregnant Elk 
Grove Township woman who later 
died. 


Federal District Judge Richard 


Austin will preside in the jury trial 
requested by the dead woman's hus- 
band, Gary Pettee, 39, who originally 
named Elk Grove Village Pres. 
Charles Zettek as o defendant in his 
suit also. 


The suit, filed in March, 1974 in 


Federal District Court, charges Hulett 
violated the civil rights of the late 
Jean Pettee, 36, and her unborn child. 
Hulett recalled a fire department am- 
bulance en route to the Pettee home, 
277 Martha St., four blocks away from 
the department after learning the 
couple had not paid a $42-a-year am- 
bulance service fee. 


MRS. PETTEE, who was eight 


months pregnant with her sixth child, 
w e n t into convulsions and sub- 
sequently died of a massive blood clot 
in her lungs. Efforts to save the baby, 
delivered by Caesarean section, failed. 


Judge Austin ruled last week that 


Zettek cannot be held responsible for 
Hulett's decision to call back the am- 
bulance, but ordered the fire chief to 
stand trial. Austin added that Hulett 
may be forced to pay damages 
awarded in the case if the jury finds 
he "intentionally withheld services 
under circumstances where he would 
normally have rendered care." 


The judge also dismissed the child 


as a plaintiff in the case saying "as an 
'unborn,' she had no recognizable 14th 
Amendment rights." 


HULETT IS BEING represented in 


the federal case by attorneys for the 
Aetna Insurance Co., which provides 
coverage for village employes.Village 
Atty. Edward Hofert said depending 
on the wording of the verdict, Aetna 
may refuse to pay the damages grant- 
ed and the liability would fall to Hu- 
lett. 


"The chances are very good that if 


there is a guilty verdict, the insurance 
company will pay," Hofert said. "But 
there is always a possibility an indi- 
vidual would have to pay in a case 
like this because insurance doesn't in- 
clude willful and wanton misconduct." 


Neither Hulett nor Zettek would 


comment on Austin's rulings that 
came in response to their requests to 
dismiss Pettee's federal suit. Pettee 
has also filed a S6 million negligence 
"wrongful death" suit inCook County 
Circuit Court.

The differ- 
ence is that all the nutrients and fla- 
vor stay in the vegetables. Vitamin C 
and water-soluble minerals disappear 
in water-cooking. The only check 
needed is to make sure there is suf- 
ficient water in the pan to steam 
properly. 


My favorites for steam cooking are 


broccoli, cauliflower and asparagus. 
But, then, I find all the other vege- 
tables tastier, too.* Toko them off 
while they ore still crisp and add sea- 
soning and shortening just before 
serving.

is unrealistic 


Wo agree, as apparently docs 


almost everyone else, that state 
government spending must be 
cut; but we find Gov. Daniel 
W a l k e r ' s proposal for an 
across-the-board reduction of six 
per cent to be unrealistic. 


A reduction of six per cent in 


spending for fiscal 1076, which 
would mean savings of about 
$324 million, appears to be a rea- 
sonable goal to maintain the fis- 
cal integrity of the state. 


But to soy that every depart- 


ment, every agency and every 
activity of state government can 
absorb a six per cent reduction 
Is a simplistic approach to a 
complex problem. 


Republicans in the state legis- 


lature have pointed out correctly 
that Walker's approach fails to 
recognize that there must be an 
ordering of priorities in govern- 
ment spending. We have no 
doubt that there are many areas 
where spending can be reduced 
safely — and even more than six 
per cent. 


But we agree with Chicago 


Mayor Richard J. Daley and 
others who state that certain 


programs simply cannot stand 
reductions., These include pro- 
grams for public welfare, which 
continue to soar in difficult eco- 
nomic times; education; mental 
health, and aid for senior citi- 
zens. 


The budget which the gover- 


nor now charges the legislature 
with reducing is one which he 
proposed. As State Rep. Brian 
Duff, R-Wilmette, House minor- 
ity whip, pointed out, the $10.25 
billion budget is the largest in 
the history of Illinois and second 
largest state budget in the coun- 
try. 


In ' typical fashion, 
Walker 


sprung his latest budget propos- 
al on the legislature without 
bothering to consult any of its 
members — although it is their 
responsibility to make the budg- 
et determinations. 


We're in favor of the General 


Assembly trimming spending. 
But before it considers any cut- 
backs in such vital areas as pub- 
lic welfare and education, we 
suggest that it take a long, hard 
look at unnecessary areas of 
funding.

Now, the Illinois General As- 


sembly is considering a bill 
which would make state con- 
struction projects even chancier. 
The bill, which has passed the 
House and is pending in the Sen- 
ate, would allow contractors to 
collect interest on the amount of 
the contract that is withheld by 
the state to ensure completion of 
their work. 


The amount withheld, called 


"retainage," Is usually kept by 
the state to ensure that a con- 
tractor will finish a job. If neces- 
sary, the stale can use the mon- 
ey to hire another contractor to

complete the work. If the con- 
tractor does a good job, the state 
can pay some of the retainage 
early, rewarding the work. 


H.B. 1112 would allow the con- 


tractor to request that the re- 
tainage be put in a trust fund 
which would draw interest to be 
paid to the contractor. Such 
a system would eliminate the in- 
centive for the contractor to 
complete his work quickly,' since 
a slower job would mean more 
interest would accumulate. 


The trust fund would effective- 


ly limit the amount of control 
the state Capital Development 
Board, which oversees state 
building projects, would have 
over contractors. 


The bill should be rejected. 


State construction projects take 
long enough as it is.

Music needed 


The recent decision of the Dist. 25 


Board of Education to exclude the 
Music for Youth program for yet an- 
other year has unleashed a storm of 
protest and confusion. On the one 
hand, the board argues that the pro- 
gram would mushroom but of all pro- 
portion once lessons are made avail- 
able to youngsters free of charge, 
while on the other hand, it contends 
that an insufficient number of stu- 
dents are involved to warrant such a 
large outlay of funds. The board of 
education of Dist. 25 should clarify its 
position so that interested community 
members might be able to respond. 
At no time has the board denied the 
value of the program, suggested that 
the funds are not available for its im- 
plementation or offered an alternate 
program that could provide greater 
opportunities for more students at 
comparable cost. 


At the present time more than 150 


students study either violin or cello in 
a Music for Youth program run by 
dedicated but inexperienced parents. 
Should they be denied this opportunity 
because a handful of parents are 
unable or unwilling to pay the $80 an- 
nual donation? Must they be denied 
the chance to study under the direc- 
tion of a teacher of unexcelled caliber 
as Mrs. Donna Cook because their 
parents do not possess the expertise 
to administer a large musical training 
program effectively? Is it acceptable 
for the board to support .special inter- 
est programs for learning disabilities 
and gifted children while turning its 
back on. a child eager to study a 
stringed instrument? Has. equality of 
educational opportunity drawn its last 
breath in Dist. 25? 


I applaud the efforts of Joan Kluss- 


mann and Edith Jolly to reinstate the 
Music for Youth program into the cur- 
riculum for the •coming school year 
and urge the other 'members of the 
board to reconsider, their position. 
Cultural opportunities are as much a 
part of a total educational program as 
reading, writing and arithmetic. .Give 
our children the chance,they;seek in 
voices as yet too small to be heard.

As president of the Arlington 
Heights Park District Bicycle Assn., 
safety is my prime concern. Parents! 
We need your help, accidents can hap- 
pen on any street whether it's busy or 
not. Have you taught your children to 
be responsible when riding their bi- 
cycles? It's the same whether it is in 
front of your house or on a busy 
street. It is the parents who can moke 
sure their children know that a stop 
sign means stop, a red light means 
stop, and the right side of the road is 
the proper side to ride on.

on the rehabilitation of our downtown 
district, I was pleased to read a re- 
cent editorial asking, among other 
things, what happened to the plans for 
subsidized senior citizen housing in 
this area. It seems that other plans 
are being made.

Additionally, we are aware that 


keeping the village public works yard 
in our downtown cannot be of much 
help to our central business district 
Certainly this is no place for the stor- 
ing of salt, cinders, gasoline, trucks, 
etc. Let's move the yards west on 
Central to the vacant land presently 
for sale. The yards could and should 
be located near the tracks (where the 
fewest people would object) and ade- 
quate screening provided. The money 
received from the sale of the present 
yard would just about pay for larger 
quarters in the new location. This 
would be a definite plus for the public 
works department. 


Back at the old'location, the Jewel 


property, the village property, and 
perhaps some others, could be join- 
ed in one package, with Pine Street 
closed, to make space, adequate for 
approximately 150 apartment units — 
all close to the services needed for 
seniors. This would be great for them 
and wonderful for the merchants. 


The best part is that there are at 


least two developers now interested in 
such a proposition for this location, at 
a time when the vacant land is still 
vacant. No one would lose his house. 
The time is right Let's not lose the 
opportunity.

Ideas on It — am I Just feeling sorry 
(or myself (I do klnda) or am I "off 
my rocker?" HELP! You are a doc- 
tor, and you should know. I feel that 
any emotional upset could still send 
me reeling off a cliff Into the cold. 


One of several reasons there are so 


many different ideas about hypogly- 
cemla (low blood sugar) is that It is a 
symptom and can be caused by sev- 
eral different conditions. Some of the 
symptoms are the same regardless of 
the cause. 


Severe low blood glucose levels can 


Induce shock and loss of con- 
sciousness. Insulin shock used In 
treating certain psychiatric disorders 
does that to patients. The Insulin low- 
ers the blood sugar until shock and 
associated symptoms develop. 
' 


Less severe symptoms of hypogly- 


ccmla and simple anxiety can be the 
same. Both anxiety and low blood 
sugar cause a release of adrenaline 
which causes sweating, 
tremors, 


heart pounding and symptoms often 
attributed to low blood sugar. The 
problem is sorting out whether the 
adrenaline release was triggered by 
anxiety or by low blood sugar. Then, 
of course, you can have both. There is 
no law that says a person with 
an emotional crisis can't also have 
some other medical problem at the 
same time. The two may even aggra- 
vate each other. 


The Important thing Is to be sure 


you get the right treatment, and it 
sounds like you are. Treating a 
patient with anxiety or other emotion- 


al problems for low blood sugar and 
neglecting the real problem won't 
help matters. Similarly, treating the 
emotional symptoms that can occur 
in some cases of low blood sugar 


without recognizing or treating the 
hypoglycemia and its real cause is 
not usually successful, either. If you 
have both, you need management for 
both.

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Regner sees $66 million discrepency 
Governor overestimating income? 


Despite Gov. Daniel Walker's call 


for emergency cuts In stale spending, 
(ho Illinois Economic and Fiscal Com- 
mission (IEFC) claims the governor 
is still overestimating state revenue 
for. next year. 


State Sen. David J. Rcgncr, 


R-Mount Prospect, commission vice 
chairman, said Walker has estimated 
the state's financial balance at the 
end of the current fiscal year at $66 
million more than commission studies 
Indicate. Walker predicted a balance 
of $120 million, while commission fig- 
urcs show an anticipated balance of 
$54 million. 


The commission Is a bipartisan 


agency of tho Illinois General Assem- 
bly charged with program evaluation 
and economic analysis. 


Rogncr said, "The governor's asser- 


tion that tho shortfall was entirely un- 
foreseeable when the budget was in- 


troduced in March Is not supported by 
the facts." 


He said the commission's March es- 


timate foresaw $109 million less in 
available general revenue and com- 
mon school funds than was projected 
In the budget presented by the gover- 
nor to tho legislature. 


Rogncr's statement was part of < 


growing criticism of the governor's 
proposed last week for a 6 per cent 
across-the-board cut In the ex- 
penditures of all state agencies. Oth- 
ers joining the criticism included: 


Illinois Assn. for Mental Health — 


"whllo we recognize the need for fis- 
cal responsibility and integrity on the 
part of state government," said exec- 
utive director Joseph C. Kerr. "The 
association feels that the $398 million 
figure originally proposed (for mental 
health purposes) represents the min- 
imum amount necessary to provide 


adequately for the needs of the men- 
tally ill and developmental^ disabled 
in Illinois." 


Under Walker's proposed 6 per cent 


cut, mental health funds would be re- 
duced by $23.8 million, and Kirk noted 
that a further order requiring 2 per 
cent of state agency funds to be 
placed in reserve would further re- 
duce tho amount available for mental 
health care. 


Sen. John Nimrod, R-Skoklc — "The 


governor finally admitted that his fis- 
cal 1976 budget contained at least two 
errors," sold-Nimrod. Nimrod said 
tho errors were in overestimated state 
revenues, and In proposing to spend 
all moneys in the General Revenue 
Fund without leaving room for pos- 
sible reductions in expected revenue. 


Nimrod accused the governor of 


"passing the buck" to the General As- 


sembly and urged that Walker order 
his staff to show the legislature where 
unnecessary funds have been pro- 
posed. 


Rep. John E. Porter, R-Evanston — 


"Both the state treasurer and the 
comptroller have repeatedly warned 
the governor and the General Assem- 
bly that our revenues would be re- 
duced by the state of the economy," 
said Porter. "Despite the warnings, 
Walker proposed a record-breaking 
budget only three months ago. Now he 
comes and asks us to cut his own 
budget by 6 per cent across the 
board." 


Porter concurred in Walker's as- 


sessment, however, that the only al- 
ternative to spending cuts was an in- 
crease in taxes. <He said he would op- 
pose any tax increase and would sup- 
port tho 6-per-cent cuts "only as a 
stop-gap measure."

Vote to end lawmaker per diem fails 


A bill to cut off per diem expenses 


to members of the Illinois General As- 
sembly as of Juno 30 each year has 
been defeated by the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


Tho bill was sponsored by Rep. Vir- 


ginia Macdonald, R-Arllngton Heights, 
who said itwas Intended to discourage 
extension of sessions of the legislature 
past tho traditional adjournment date 
of June 30. 


Before adoption of the 1970 Con- 


stitution, which removed the man- 


dated June 30 adjournment, and be- 
fore authorization of the $36-pcr-day 
personal expenses, the legislature al- 
ways finished its business by that 
date, Mrs. Macdonald noted. Two 
years ago, tho legislature continued 
until July 6; last year it was in ses- 
sion until July IS. 


"Tho trouble is," said Mrs. Macdon- 


ald, "Tho longer we arc in session, 
tho more costly It is for the people in 
terms of unnecded laws as well as in 
unnecessary expenditures of their tax 
dollars. 


"I firmly believe that if legislators 


had to pay their own living expenses 
for sessions after June 30, wo'd be 
much more likely to adjourn on 
time." 


MRS. MACDONALD'S bill received 


only 53 of the 89 votes needed for pas- 
sage in the House. There were 71 
"no" votes, 6 abstentions, and 47 rep- 
resentatives were absent. , 


Only five of the 15 representatives 


from, the Northwest suburbs, in- 
cluding Mrs. Macdonald, supported 
the bill. They Included Rep. Eugenia

lly affair, with ownership passing the 
financial baton from generation to 
generation with the assurance that 
traditional conservative business pos- 
tures would be sustained, tho bankers 
of the 1070s appear to bo their own 
men, albeit falling short of tho liberal 
tag. 


"Banking before World War n," 


says ono prominent banker, "suffered 
from a disease I coll inhcrltodltls. Tho 
bonk president usually got his job 
from marrying tho boss's daughter or 
Inheriting tho position from his dad." 


FITZGERALD, banking entrepre- 


neur and big-game hunter, Is a rela- 
tive newcomer to the banking busi- 
ness who did not fall heir to his mini- 
banking empire. 


Ho is flamboyant, colorful, lo- 


quacious and cast from a mold that 
has come to typify tho now breed of 
bankers owning or running the 27 
banks in tho Northwest suburbs. He 
started flvo of bis banks from scratch. 
They have assets of some $110 mil- 
lion, deposits of $101 million. 


At 40, Fitzgerald is just four years 


Into administering the Suburban Bank

tionnl Banks of Hoffman Estates, Elk 
Grove Village, Palatine and Woodfleld 
and tho Bank of Rolling Meadows, 
Palatine National Bank and Cory 
State Bank. Despite his late start he 


has learned tho ropes quickly. 


"A good banker becomes somewhat 


of a virtuoso," he explains. "He wiH 
sometimes ignore raw numbers and 
raw numbers and take risks in men 
take risks.in men 'he has confidence 
in." 


FITZGERALD, a resident of .In- 


verness, is a Northwestern University 
Business School graduate whose pub- 
lic relations agency took on a bank as 
a client. He liked the Idea of having 
his own financial Institution, started 
one, then, another, founding five in all. 


Though he insists his position gives 


him no special influence ("The rural 
banker has tremendous influence, as 
much Influence as the preacher, doc- 
tor, mayor") it was his involvement 
in Republican Party politics and fund- 
raising that got him a job on the Illi- 
nois Racing Board under Gov. Ricih- 
ard B. Ogilvle. He quit when Daniel 
Walker took office, though ho would 
have been dumped anyway by the 
Democratic officeholder. 


Fitzgerald considers himself a hard 


worker who doesn't play golf as do his 
peers. "I work on Wednesdays," he 
says. However, he has taken to the 
adventures of safaris in Africa, hunt- 
ing and picture-taking along the way.

STEANS IS ten years younger 


than Fitzgerald but every bit as in- 
volved. He entered the banking busi- 
ness fresh from his role as adminis- 
trative assistant to the chairman of 
IBM. The Princeton University 
alumnus is chairman of the board of 
the Bank of Elk Grove, chairman of 
the executive committee at the Wood- 
field Bank of Schaumburg and chair- 
man of the board of the LaSalle Na- 
tional Bank, the seventh largest bank 
in Chicago and 190th nationwide. 


Steans, who is based at LaSalle and 


resides in exclusive Bannockburn 
(outside Deerfield), says the banker 
of today simply Is "trying to be a re- 
sponsive corporate citizen," who after 
hours attempts to get involved in the 
community (Steans once served on 
the Riverwoods Plan Commission and 
the Deerfield School Board). ' 


He says the stature of the banker 


goes hand-in-hand with the stature of 
the bank. "In 1974 we witnessed an 
interesting phenomena in which the 
credit worthiness of banks was chal- 
lenged" rather than the banks chal- 
lenging the credit worthiness of its 
customers. "They're looking for a 
sound institution in which to put their 
funds." 


Steans is just a fuzzy-faced young- 


ster when compared to the experi- 
enced, grandfatherly Dodds. Now 67, 
Dodds lives in Clayton, Mo. He com- 
mutes to Arlington Heights, living and 
breathing his First Arlington National 
Bank and Tollway-Arlington National 
Bank from Monday through Thurs- 
day. 


FIFTY-TWO years ago Dodds be- 


gan his career as a messenger and 
bank examiner in the St. Louis area, 
where he now owns two banks. He 
bought one of them for $2,200. "You 
can't even buy a used car for that 
money today." he says. 


Dodds purchased controlling inter- 


est in First Arlington in 1958 and 
started Tollway-Arlington three years 
ago.

Dodds is so sure of his advice that 


he is supremely confident. If, he says, 
he loans money to someone it is al- 
most certain that person will prosper, 
even become a millionaire. "That's 
what can happen if he'll listen to us." 


It's the family tradition that is on 


Dodds' mind, and for that reason he is 
more involved in the dally operation 
of his banks than other owners. "My 
real interest is from my ownership 
and because I'm being succeeded by 
my next generation (his son, Bruce, 
and nephew, James)." He adds, "In 
most banks, ownership docs not lie 
with the head of the bank. I always 
believed the ownership should go with 
the responsibility. It's my responsi- 
bility to carry out the duties." 


Being on the scene most of the time, 


Dodds is wined and dined, though he 
tries to. avoid being influenced by 
people with pet projects. "I won't eat 
lunch with anybody," he explains. 
He says people "curry favors. I try to 
avoid them. It's pretty much like 
trustees do. They must face these 
things all the time." 


McKEE HAS BEEN involved in the 


area 
banking scene longer than 


Dodds, taking over controlling .inter- 


est in the Wheeling Trust and Savings 
Bank in 1952. It's part of his 17-bank 
Chicago Assn. of Bankers, which also 
Includes the Bank of Buffalo Grove. 


The 59-year-old corporate banking 


lawyer took over the Wheeling bank 
when its assets were $2 million. Now 
it is up to $80 million in resources, a 
growth that came with the explosion 
of the village whose previous claim to 
fame was its strips-of taverns and 
restaurants dotting Milwaukee Ave- 
nue. 


McKee of Long Grove says his 


banks have been successful because 
of the tremendous boom in population, 
construction and the upward mobility 
of society. "The future is unlimited, 
all you have to do is drive down the 
street. This area is hard to beat," he 
says. 


BKANDEL, 63, of Winnetka, is more 


elusive than the other top bankers and 
unavailable for interviewing. He's a 
lawyer and businessman, not a bank- 
er. He owns controlling interest in 
three area banks, the Woodfield Bank 
of Schaumburg and the Countryside 
Bank in Mount Prospect and the 
Schaumburg State Bank. He doubles 
as chairman of the board at Wood- 
field.

They ore men with money on their 


minds, their attention riveted to the 


bottom line. They spend money to 
make money, an old adage that never 
has been more applicable. They use 
their depositors' money — your mon- 
ey — In the process.

to pay for the roof, Wells says, 
and city officials knew it.

terests or sweeping influence in no 
fewer than 14 of the 27 banks In the 
Northwest suburbs. 


They are men with money on their 


minds, their attention riveted to the 


bottom line. They spend money to 
•make money, an old adage that never 
has been more applicable. They use 
their depositors' money — your mon- 
ey — in the process. 


IN SOME CASES, It was their mon- 


ey that got their banks off the ground. 
Others used local backing and funds 
or assumed ownership of existing 
banks. 


Building momentum and capital- 


izing on their successful banking ven- 
tures, they expanded their'spheres 
into multiple ownership of banks, ci- 
ther attracting more investors or 
keeping the control for themselves or 
their families. 


The men are powerhouses in their 


field. Because of the magnitude of 
their operations and the demands 
made on their time they leave much 
of the day-to-day business to young, 
resourceful managers. Working on the 
profit formula is a full-time task. 


TIME WAS when the banker was 


Mr. Big. In the bank, tellers stood be- 
hind bars, while executives wore blue 
suits, white shirts and bowlers. Their 
stature was enhanced because they 
dealt with people in a position to help 
themselves or the community grow. 


"The only checking accounts were 


h e l d by merchants, professional 
people and farmers," says Fitzgerald, 
whose bank group owns seven banks. 
"They were the only people who got

A few men wield powerful influence on all banking business 


in Northwest suburbs-and your dollars make money for them 


The Herald hit taken a look behind 


the scenes it the Northwest suburbs' 
27 banks. This Is the second In a 
series of articles.

A handful of men holds the keys to 


the banking kingdom in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Men like Gerald F. Fitzgerald, Har- 


rison I. Steans, Douglas W. Dodds, 
Howard K. McKce, Paul W. Brandel, 
together have full control, major in- 
terests or sweeping Influence In no 
fewer than 14 of the Z7 banks in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


They are men with money on their 


minds, their attention riveted to the 


bottom line. They spend money to 
make money, an old adage that never 
has been more applicable. They use 
their depositors' money — your mon- 
ey — in the process. 


IN SOME CASES, it was their mon- 


ey that got their banks off the ground. 
Others used local backing and funds 
or assumed ownership of existing 
banks. 


Building momentum and capital- 


izing on their successful banking ven- 
tures, they expanded their spheres 
Into multiple ownership of banks,'ci- 
ther attracting more investors or 
keeping the control for themselves or 
their families. 


The men are powerhouses in their 


field. Because- of the magnitude ot 
their operations and the demands 
made on their time they leave much 
of the day-to-day business to young, 
resourceful managers. Working on the 
profit formula is a full-time task. 


TIME WAS when the banker was 


Mr. Big. In the bank, tellers stood be- 
hind bars, while executives wore blue 
suits, white shirts and bowlers. Their 


• stature was enhanced because they 
dealt with people in a position to help 
themselves or the community grow. 


"The only checking accounts were 


held by. merchants, professional 
people and farmers," says Fitzgerald, 
whose bank group owns seven banks. 
"They were the only people who got 


loans. If people wanted an auto they 
saved the money. They didn't go to 
the bank. Then," he says, raising his 
eyebrows, "he (the banker) was a 
very important person. People tipped 
their hats and got on their knees." 


Now scores of influential people 


with money, ideas or connections or 
all of the above are vying to make 
themselves heard and get things done. 
And more of the populace has an op- 
portunity to become successful, not 
just a handful. Still, the banker re- 
tains a dominant voice, especially in 
financial matters.

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Village will 
appeal rule 
on housing

The Arlington Heights Village Board 


Monday night voted unanimously to 
seek an immediate appeal to last 
week's U.S. Court of Appeals decision 
that cleared the way for a low-Income 
housing development east of St. Via- 
tor High School. 


An audience of more than 100 resi- 


dents — most opposed to the con- 
troversial Lincoln Green development 
and living near the is-acre Viatorian 
site — loudly applauded the village 
board decision. 


Village Atty. Jack M. SIcgel said he 


would first file for a rehearing in the 
U.S. Court of Appeals, cither before 
the three judges who heard the case 
last September or before all of the ap- 
peals court judges In the Seventh Cir- 
cuit. 


IF REHEARING is not granted, the 


case will be appealed to the U.S. Su- 
preme Court, Sicgcl said. 


After the board action, Village Pros. 


James T. Ryan and Trustee Alice 
Harms told residents worried about 
the development mot to panic. 


"There Is nothing to be gained by 


putting a scries of houses on the mar- 
ket except a severe financial loss to 
many people," Ryan said. "Fear Is 
going to feed upon fear if this hap- 
pens." 


He vowed to crack down hard on 


any complaint of panic real estate 
selling In the vicinity of the Viatorian 
project. 


RYAN SAID THAT he met Saturday 


with real estate people and leaders of 
homeowners' associations around St. 
Viator High School and had received 
assurances of their cooperation. 
' Mrs. Harms told the large audience 
that the Viatorian case, regardless of 
the final appeal outcome, "Is not the 
end of the world for Arlington' 
Heights." "Arlington Heights has 
many fine things going for it. Most 
importantly, (it had) people who do 
not panic," she said. 


"I do not anticipate that this Is go- 


ing to be another Cabrlni Green," she 
said, In urging residents to look at the 
Lincoln Green plan which Includes 190 
two-atony townhouses. 


"The only people that stand to 


make any money on this are unscru- 


pulous sellers of houses," she said. 


SEVERAL residents addressed the 


village board. Most urged it to contin- 
ue the appeal In order to protect the 
itcgrity of the village's zoning ordi- 
nance and master plan. 


Patricia Gardner, 408 S. Bristol Ln., 


representing the League of Women 
Voters, told the trustees they should 
accept the appeals court ruling and 
the fact that low-income housing in 
Arlington Heights is inevitable. 


"Low-and moderate-income housing 


is needed now more than ever," Mrs. 
Gardner said, adding that she thought 
Lincoln Green would fit into the Via- 
torian neighborhood. 


Continued appeal "will be a waste 


of time and money," she said. 


Clark Barkcs, 005 E. Euclid Avc., 


president of the Greater Eastwood 
Community Assn., said homeowners 
in the association "firmly believe this 
a zoning matter. We would be fighting 
It just as hard if it were high-income 
(apartment) housing." 


E U G E N E WALDING, 712 N. 


Drury Ln., president of the Arlington 
Estates Homeowners, said the court 
of appeals decision, if left to stand, is 
"an assault on the very foundations 
of local government." 


Another resident questioned what 


would keep Lincoln Green from be- 
coming "on Instant slum." 


In making the motion to appeal the 


decision, Trustee Robert H. Miller 
sold the appeals court was "literally 
making an example of Arlington 
Heights with respect to low-income 
housing while completely ignoring the 
question of zoning." 


"I believe the pendulum has swung 


too far. I can't believe that this deci- 
sion will be accepted hi any other 
court." 


SIEGEL SAID he has until June 24 


to request a rehearing In the appeals 
court. If the court declines to reconsi- 
der the case, or reaffirms its June 10 
ruling, the village has 90 days In 
which to ask the Supreme Court in 
Washington to take the case, he said. 


If the Supreme Court refuses to hear 


the case, the appeals court decision 
would be binding, and the village 
could not prevent construction of Lin- 
coln Green.

Pontiac, Mich, took 7 months 
to overcome stadium barriers

It took the City of Pontiac, 


Mich, just seven months to demol- 
ish the legal barriers thrown up to 
stop construction of the $56 mil- 
lion Pontiac Metropolitan Sta- 
dium. 


James E. Wells, a Detroit attor- 


ney, fought to the U.S. Supreme 
Court to try and block the project 
but lost. 


Wells is a Jeremiah when it 


comes to tax-supported stadiums. 
Two years after ground was bro- 
ken in Pontiac, he still eyes the 
stadium with contempt. 


Stadium promoters are "always 


talking great optimistic figures, 
but they don't stand up," says 
Wells, explaining that he believes 
Pontiac taxpayers ultimately will 
wind up paying for the stadium 
when revenues are insufficient to 
meet the bonding debt. 


"THE PEOPLE there got con- 


siderably more than they ever 
bargained for. They're going to be 
stuck for the entire (bond) inter- 
est. They're going to have to pay 
and pay and pay," he says. 


The annual debt on Pontiac 


1 Metropolitan Stadium totals near- 
ly $3 million for the next 30 years.. 
The city used a three-part for- 
mula of revenue bonds, general 
obligation bonds and a commercial 
bank loan to finance the project. 


Wells says that he thinks the 


citizens of Arlington Heights 
should view with alarm Madison 
Square Garden's plan for the vil- 
lage to" Issue $23 to $29 million in 
general obligation bonds to build a 
stadium at Arlington Park Race 
Track for the Chicago Bears foot- 
ball team. 


."They're not going to be happy 


if they get stuck with those 
bonds," Wells predicted in a re- 
cent interview.

tiac began on Feb. 22,1973, when 
Wells, claiming to.represent 450 
Pontiac residents, filed suit in 
Oakland County (Michigan) Cir- 
cuit Court charging irregularities 
In the city-wide referendum that 
narrowly approved municipal fi- 
nancing for the stadium. 


"THE REFERENDUM mate- 


rial never clarified whether' the 
stadium was to have a top, or "no 
top. All the pictures presented to 
the public showed a top. Pontiac's 
stadium was to be bigger and bet-, 
ter than Dallas' (stadium) without 
paying any extra "-money," he 
says. 


But the fact Is there was not 


enough money in'the referendum 
to pay for the roof,'Wells says, 
and city officials knew it. He also 
claimed that the margin by which 


the stadium was approved — just 
293 votes — was too small for the 
bond issue. 


Less than one month later, 


Wells' first suit was thrown out of 
court. . 


Oddly enough the case was ap- 


pealed not by Wells, but by the 
city which was anxious to get a 
higtier court ruling so that it could 
proceed with its bond sale. 


"The city was forced to do it 


because of time," says Wells, ad- 
ding that the cose may mark the 
"first time in legal history" that 
the winning side took up an ap- 
peal. 


THE CITY MANAGED to by- 


pass the state's appeals court and 
the stadium case was sent 
directly to'the Michigan Supreme 
Court. 


On June 19, 1973, a $40.95 mil- 


lion bond sale for the stadium was 
approved by a regulating state 
commission. Pontiac ultimately 
would have to borrow an addition- 
al $7.1 million to pay for the sta- 
dium roof. 


In the next two months, lawsuits 


ricocheted 
between 
Oakland 


County Circuit Court and the 
Michigan Supreme Court until fi- 
nally, on Aug. 24, 1973, the state 
high court threw out Wells' chal- 
lenges. Undaunted, he petitioned 
the U.S. Supreme Court to hear 
the case on Aug. 27. The case was 
referred by the Supreme Court to 
the U.S. District Court which dis- 
missed Wells' stadium challenge 
on Sept. 5.

Parks to seek long-term 
lease of Army Nike base 


Arlington Heights Park District offi- 


cials Monday said they will ask to 
lease 31-acres at the Army's Nike site 
for the construction of a golf course. 


Army officials, who have refused to 


relinquish the property to the park 
district, said the land-lease request 
could not be considered until October 
when the Army completes a study of 
the use and operations of the base at 
Wilke and Central roads. 


Park district representatives dis- 


cussed long-term use of base facilities 
in a meeting Monday with Army offi- 
cials on the mutual use of the 75-acro 
military reserve training base. 


THOMAS THORNTON, park district 


director said, "If we have the chance 
to obtain the land we need for the golf 
course through a land-lease agree- 
ment, then we'll try it. We are anx- 
ious to get the property, so we'll prob- 
ably work up the formal requests Im- 
mediately and get them to the Army 
for consideration." 


The Army rejected a proposal by 


the park district last year to release 
31 acres in the south-central portion of 
the base. The property is adjacent to 
52 acres the park district has secured 
from the Army. Park officials plan to 
use both parcels for construction of an 
IB-hole golf course. 


The park district also suggested the 


use of athletic courts, paved and 
grass areas, and buildings at the base 
for recreational purposes. 


Gen. Albert K. Nelson, deputy com- 


mander of the 86th Army Reserve, 
said most of the park district's 
requests would be approved within 
two months "If they do not interfere 
with our missions at the base." 


NELSON SAID the park district 


"and any other community group" 
should make a detailed request to the 
Army to use facilities at the base. 


"The Army will have to consider 


these requests case-by-case because 
we are restricted on what we can and 
can't do with the property. Depending 
upon the request, we will either make 
a decision here or pass it on to higher 
A r m y headquarters for approv- 
al, "Nelson said. 


The park district suggested: setting 


up temporary storage compartments 
for recreational equipment on paved 
lots; constructing baseball and foot- 
ball fields on open, grass areas; using 
buildings for meetings; using existing 
tennis and basketball courts for free 
recreation; and using Army mainte- 
nance vehicles to Improve park prop- 
erty. 


Capt. James Morrison, Army public 


affairs, said the Army would J'ex- 
pect" the park district to reimburse 
the cost of fuel for the vehicles and to 
pay for insurance to cover residents 
who would use the facilities at the 
base. 


"I'M SURE THAT most of these 


cases will be approved and that 
agreements will be worked out. We 
want to enhance our relationship with 
the community and support it any 
way we can," Morrison said. 


Representatives of high school dis» 


tricts 211 and 214 were also present at 
the meeting and requested the use of 
a hanger at the base for a cooperative 
vehicle maintenance education pro- 
gram. 


Nelson suggested that a local com- 


munity service council be formed with 
representatives from the village, park 


district and Army to coordinate the 
mutual use of the base. 


Community groups should work 


through the park board or community 
services council when requesting use 
of the base facilities, he said.
